and passions—for the Japanese recog- 
nize that there are sermons in stones. 
Each stone has its name and relative 
place in the composition. There is 
the guardian stone in the router and 
opposite it the belleview stone. Across 
the cascade is the moonshadc stone 
and so on. 


The hills unmask each other by rule. 


The principal hill has its two foothills, 
its spur hill';, its distant peak, seen 
through a valley, and the low hill that 
must stand on the opposite side of thf 
lake.

PRESIDENT'S NEW FLAG. 


of War. 


The president is to have a 


now fta-; in addition to the regular 
blue ground bearing the official coat of 
arms o,f tin- United States which he 
Hies wfien he goes aboard a naval ves- 
sel, says as Washington dispatch to the 
Row York Tribune. The new ensign 
Is an army device, designated as P. 
headquarters flag, and is proscribed by 
the secretary of war in the following 
amendment to the regulations just is 
sued: 


"The headcju.-irtrrs ?,.•;•: of the presi- 


dent shall be of scarlet silk. 0 feet (1 
inches fly and 4 feet on the pike, which 
shall bp 10 feet lonu. iiieluding fei'rule 
and head. Tho head shall consist of a 
globe, three inches in diameter, sur- 
mounted by an American eagle, alert, 
Jour inches high. In each of the four 
corner* shall be a five pointed white 
star. The points of these stars lie in 
the eii-f-uinfeivnco of an imaginary cir- 
cle of two and a half inches '-adius. 
The centers of these imaginary circles. 
which coincide with the centers of 
tl'.pse stars, are nine inchos from the 
short sides and seven iiscJ:'-i from the 
long sides of the color. l;i the center 
of the co1 or shall be a large fifth star, 
also of five points, which lia in the cir- 
cumference of an imaginary ciicle of 
sixteen and a half inches radius. The 
Center of this circle is the point of in- 
tersection of the diagonals of the color. 
The re-entering angles of this large 
star lie in the circumference of an im- 
aginary circle of eight inches radius, 
with the same center as before. In- 
side of the star thus outlined is a par- 
allel star, separated from'it.by a baud 
of whfte one and a half inches Tride. 
Tin's iuner star forms a blue field, upon 
which is the official coat of arms of the 
Tnited States as determined by the 
state department, the device being lo- 
cated by placing the middle point of 
the li«f dividing the chief from the 
pnleways of the escutcheon upon tho 
point of intersection of the diagonals 
of the color and thus coinciding with 
the center of the larger star. On the 
scarlet field around the larger star are 
other white stai's. one for each state, 
equally scattered in the re-entering an- 
gles. and all included within the cir- 
cumference of a circle of nineteen and 
a half inches radius, whose center is 
the center of the large star. The de- 
sign. letters, figures and stars are 1C 
ba embroidered in silk, the same on 
both sides of the color. 
The edges of 


the color are to be trimmed with knot- 
ted fringe of silver aud gold three 
inches wide and one cord, having two 
tassels. 8 feet (i inches long and made 
of red, white and blue silk intermixed."

A HERON EXPERIMENT. 


Smitlinoninn Institution**! Flan to 


Learn Xight Bird*s Habit*. 


If any person shoots or captures n 


night heron •with an aluminium band 
around its right leg with the inscrip- 
tion. "Smithsonian Institution." and a 
number anywhere between l and 800, 
h° should communicate 
with Paul 


Bartsch. biologist of the Smithsonian, 
and tell him where the heron was shot, 
when, how large it was and all about 
it, says a Washington special dispatch 
to the Philadelphia Press. The night 
heron is a wanderer. It goes all over 
the world. 


There is little exact knowledge of Its 


habits and life. Last year Mr. Bartsch 
discovered three big breeding places of 
the heron in the District of Columbia 
on the banks of the Potomac. He pre- 
pared and numbered 800 aluminium 
bands. A few days ago. with several 
assistants, he went to the breeding 
places in the night and put bands 
around the legs of 800 young herons 
hatched during March.

As to perquisites, there are very few. 


His "official messenger" may be de- 
tailed to serve as his butler or valet de 
chamber if he so desires, and several 
carriages and a span of hordes are fur- 
nished by the government for his use. 
They are cared for iu a stable attached 
to the department, and Uncle Sum pays 
for their feed aud grooming.

The senate l>as played a \ery great 


part in American History, and, on the 


i whole, the tremendous power and au- 


tuority wielded by the senate have been 
well exercised.- The niajoiity of tlife 
feCuators aic statesmen of great polit- 
ical ability as well as meu of high char- 
acter. 


There are few sights in the political 


wot Id on either side of the Atlantic 
more impressive than the senate in ses- 
sion. The sense not onli of a very 
bigh standaid of personal capacity, but 
of the immense pov. ers "which it wields^ 
seams to penade the assembly. Th° 
guiullness of their numbers, the fact 


« that they aie armed with autboritj 


which is execnthc ab veil as legisla- 
tive and the knowledge that tbej rep 
resent not mere localities, but states. 
In their corporate capacity, aud states 
which are often as populous as Euro-> 
ncau kiugdoms, naturally fill each indi- 
vidual senator with the sense of per- 
sonal distinction. A United Stales sen 
ator is a very great man, and he knows 
it, and the senate, as a whole, is in- 
tensely conscious and ptoud of the 
might, majesty and dominion which it 
wields. To make a comparison, it mat- 
ters very little what an individual 
member of tlie British house of com- 
mons thinks and menus to do, still less 
what an iudh idual British peer thinks 
and means to do on auy sriven subject, 
but it matter* a very great deal what a 
single United States senator thinks and 
means to do 


The senate cam veto every appoint- 


ment made by the president, whether 
the man nominated for office be a 
Judge of the supreme court or an am- 
bassador or merely a collector of cus- 
toms. Again the senate can. by refus- 
ing to pass it. rcto any bill sent up 
from the lower bouse, no matter 
whether the Mil is concerned with the 
raising or SJM tiding of money or with 
alterations in tlie law. Lastly, not a 
majoriSy. but any minority which num- 
ber; o\cr a third of the senate can re- 
fuse to ratifr any treaty presented for
